Men in court

CHARLEVOIX COUNTY — Two men arrested for lar- 
ceny from the Boyne Area Medical Center parking lot in 
Boyne City appeared in court on Friday, Dec. 28. 

Douglas Robert Goodenow, 51, and Jerry Wayne Quance, 
52, both from the Boyne area, appeared in Charlevoix 
County Circuit Court on the various charges against them. 

Goodenow pled guilty to a charge of resisting and ob- 
structing a police officer, a two-year felony.

EAST JORDAN — At its regular meeting on Monday, 
Dec. 17, the East Jordan Public Schools Board of Educa- 
tion reviewed information relative to the 2008 Headlee 
Restoration Proposal that will be placed before voters at 
the May annual election. 

The district’s current restoration of 2.25 mills, which was — 
overwhelmingly approved by district voters a year ago, 
expires on Dec. 31. The district seeks Headlee Restora- 
tions on an annual basis to ensure that the district is able to 
levy the full 18-mill property tax on Non-Homestead prop- 
erty in the district. That was originally approved by voters 
in 1995 for a period of 20 years. 

The Board will finalize a restoration proposal in Febru- 
ary, however, at this time it looks as though the same levy. 
(2.25 mills) that was approved by voters a year ago will 
cover the district’ s expected Headlee reduction in 2008- 
2009. 

In other matters, the board approved child-care leave of 
absences for Elementary School faculty members Kelly 
Neer and Charity Patten. 

The board reviewed and approved a retire/rehire arrange- 
ment for food service staff member Camille Yarbrough. 
Mrs. Yarbrough’s retirement was effective Dec. 1. Her re- 
tire/rehire agreement will take effect on Jan. 1, 2008. The 
district expects to benefit from Mrs. Yarbrough’s experi- 
ence in her position as the Lead Cook at the High School, 
while also saving more than $3,250 in wage and benefit 
payments during the remainder of the 2007-2008 school 
year.

Boyne City to vote on 
parking exempt zone 


Michigan’s primary election is Tuesday, Jan. 15. In addition to voting 
for the candidate to be nominated for President of the United States, 
voters within the city of Boyne City will vote on a propesal, namely the 
parking exempt zone referendum. 

The parking exempt zone is a downtown area designated by the city 
commission. Developers and business owners located within the zone 
boundaries may request a waiver that allows them to provide fewer 
parking spaces than the number required by the zoning ordinance. The 
ordinance requires a certain number of parking spaces based on the size 
of the project. The pertinent section of the zoning ordinance is Article 
XXIV, Section 24.20. . 

If approved for a waiver, developers and business owners then pay a 
fee (as yet undetermined) into the city’s parking fund based on the 
number of spaces waived. The city would use the fund money for 
creating parking spaces elsewhere. 

The boundary zone runs roughly along Main Street, Pine Street, the 
waterfront streets to State Street and dog-legs along parts of Spring, 
Pearl and Boyne streets. 

‘ In September 2007, the city commission approved the boundary area 
of the parking exempt zone and voted to amend the city ordinance. 
Subsequently, approximately 700 citizens petitioned against that 
approval. It was then decided to put the issue before the voters to decide 
whether the city commission’s actions stand, or whether to rescind the 
commission’s decision. 

A “yes” vote on the parking exempt zone referendum is a vote to 
rescind the city commission’s boundary zone actions. It means that 
developers and business owners would not be allowed to request 
waivers. Instead, they would be required to construct the number of 
parking spaces required by the zoning ordinance, or appeal to the Zoning 
Board of Appeals. 

A “no” vote is a vote to let the parking exempt boundary zone stand as 
approved of by the city commission. Developers and business owners 
located within the boundary zone would then be able to seek waivers 
from the city to construct fewer parking spaces for their projects. They 
would pay a fee into the city’s parking fund for each space waived. 

Opponents of the parking exempt boundary zone say that allowing 
fewer parking spaces for a project will create a parking crunch down- 
town with too many cars and not enough spaces. They say the down- 
town businesses will suffer because people will shop elsewhere when 
they are unable to find a parking space. 

Proponents of the parking exempt boundary zone say that the city has 
more than enough parking spaces downtown. They say that waiver of 
parking spaces will bring more development and business to. downtown 
aiid discourage sprawl. The funds collected for each space waived by the: 
city will be used to construct parking lots convenient to downtown, they 


say. 
Don’t forget to vote on this important issue.

Another county story is the Charlevoix County 
Commission on Aging and the investment fund it 
has built up to $1.5 million, or more. The commis- 
sion states that it is working to provide more ser- 
vices to the county’s seniors. This is an ongoing 
story. ; 

There was a happy ending to the plight of some 
seniors living in a Boyne City apartment complex 
without air conditioning. The federal government 
had required removal of the window air condition- 
ing units that were installed, because the units 

‘blocked a secondary escape route in case of fite. 
The residents could use freestanding units, but many 
could not afford them. With contributions from 
community groups, individuals and the commission 
on aging, eventually every senior was provided an 
air conditioning unit. 

Another heart-warming story. concerns the exten- 
sive work that volunteers from the Friends of the 
Boyne River performed to build up the banks of 
the river in the area of Old City Park. The tech- 
niques and materials used to prevent erosion were 
ecologically beneficial, such as native plants with 
long roots. The plants provide beauty as well. The 
entire community benefits from the work of the 
volunteers. 

A highpoint for Boyne City Public Schools was 
the Discovery Channel choosing films produced by 
students and instructors to air on the cable station. 
That, in turn, resulted in the award of an Emmy in 
New York City. 

East Jordan Public Schools may make a law in 
the state Legislature. Superintendent Chip Hansen 
and others from the school district drafted a bill 
that provides more income for the schools from the 
sale of forestland on school property. Rep. Kevin 
Elsenheimer is behind the bill. 

News about crime included vandalism to the 
Boyne City Maple Lawn Cemetery. The incident 
caused a great deal of sadness within the city and 
surrounding area. The community responded with 
donations to repair the damage. The vandals were 

. apprehended and faced court action. 

Crime stories included several drug overdose 
deaths. Roberta King and Alan Michael Noirot died 
from drug overdose. Ryan Matthew Fisher was 
charged in the drug death of a Petoskey attorney. 

In business news, the development of several 
projects will provide ongoing stories. Sommerset 
Pointe in Eveline Township received the go-ahead 
for a residential and marina project. Boyne City is 


providing water and sewer to that development. In’ 


East Jordan, a hotel project was approved down- 
town, and in Boyne City two projects are still in 
the initial stages, the One Water Street project and 
the Boyne Beach Club project.
